The Premier, however, did not 
disclose just how Hungary intend- 
ed to accomplish this'end. He ap- 
pealed to the nation to be united 
and “ready for every eventuality.” 

(The Munich accord provided that 
the four signatories — Britain, 
France, Germany and Italy—meet 
‘within three months to settle the 
question of Hungarian and Polish 
minorities in’ Czechoslovakia, if the 
contending parties should fail ° to 
reach an agreement in the mean- 
time.)

BERLIN, Oct. 1-—German troops 
marched into Sudeterland today 
behind evacuating Czechoslovak 
soldiery and citizenry as Reichs- 
fuehrer Hitler returned from Mu- 
nich to Berlin and received a con- 
queror’s welcome. It was a blood- 
less conquest which brought 500,- 
000 heiling Berliners to the streets 


to salute the Fuehrer. 

Besides the 30,000 soldiers form- 
ing the vanguard of the German 
army of occupation there were 
other thousands, under full equip- 
ment, along with motorized units, 
ranged along a 120-milé stretch of 
frontier. : 

Like the long gray line of troops 
that filtered into zone No. 1 today, 
the others will move forward by 
stages into three other zones be- 
fore Oct. 8 and annex them in the 
name of the Third Reich.

Britain, in four-Power dealings, 
would hold the deciding vote 
against France if she eared to 
make use of it; and against Rome 
and Berlin Britain could do no 
more than tie ‘he vote. 

Commentators pointed out Hitler 
came out the victor at Munich aft- 
er ample evidence that his military 
machine had inspired fear, yet the 
only general promise he made was 
that the Sudetenland demand 
would be his last territorial de- 
mand in Europe. 

‘If there is one point on which 
Frenchmen in all walks of life 
seem to agree, it was in refusing 
to take this promise seriously. 

In the face of this uncertain fu- 
ture, France must take stock of 
the following facts: 

1. Her Russian ally is definitely 
angry with her. Soviet Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinov, who 
was excluded from the Munich con- 
ference, made this clear in his 
speeches at Geneva when he said 
the international atmosphere was 
“filled with hypocrisy and lies.”

3. Hitler’s success may attract 
new satellites into the German or- 
bit at France’s expense.

After the strike had been on for 
two weeks, Schading signed the 
contract with the contractors’ asso- 
ciation, with the stipulation that 
this grievance against Sachs would 
be referred to the international 
president of the electricians’ union, 
for settlement.

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A Tribute to Mr. Chamberlain. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: | 
OR the past two weeks, Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain of Great Britain 

has thrilled and amazed the world by 
his persistent and unorthodox efforts to 
save Europe from the scourge of another 
war. And the’,ultimate success of his 
endeavor serves notice that all nations 
are slowly but surely returning to their 
senses. 


Brushing aside the cobwebs of conven- 
tionality, Chamberlain brought down up- 
on himself the diatribes of the world. 
Even the United States jeered, and his 
own countrymen charged he had betrayed 
the national honor. But thinking back 
to the World War, with its jungle brutal- 
ity in which virtually all nations par- 
ticipated, what country has the right to 
boast of national honor? There is no 
honor save an occasional touch of re- 
spectability that lingers in an individual, 
as exemplified by Chamberlain’s heroic 
role. 

War, the most devastating and degrad- 
ing catastrophe that has ever plagued the 
human race, is decreed by a coterie of 
| politicians who never fight. Into its 
murderous vortex are hurled millions of 
-Yyoung men—the finest thé world pro- 
duces—without as much as being asked 
if they approve. In the conflict that was 
scheduled to begin Oct. 1, approximately 
45,000,000 men, as submissive as helots, 

to take part, and plans were com- 
plete to stage the most appalling tragedy 


of the ages. Mr. Chamberlain announced | 


that such a calamity must not come to 
pass. “The life ‘of a single soldier is 
worth more than all the giory of war,” 
he was quoted as saying. 

Such an attitude for a statesman is, 
of course, unique, and the war mongers 
naturally were chagrined. The lamenta- 
tions of the hoary Archbishop of York, in 
view of his World War activities, was not 
entirely unexpected. Cabbage-patch poli- 
ticians alternated between moaning and 
condemning the Prime Minister. Even 
our own playboy statesmen were visibly 
upset. If Chamberlain observed these 
critical manifestations, he did not reveal 
it. The patience of Job was necessary 
for the Prime Minister to carry on after 
Hitier’s caveman speech of Monday, but, 
undaunted, he did, and eventually achieved 
his goal, while a supplicating civilization 
held its. breath. : 

It was while the scene was most tense 
‘that the United States officially entered 
the picture to scoop up the dramatics. 
The implorations of ‘Roosevelt and the re- 
plies were, of course, pleasing to read, 
but the President’s unfortunate wutter- 
ances at an earlier date, coupled with 
the impolitic mouthings of members of 
his Cabinet, rendered the United States 
virtually impotent in the crisis. 

Chamberlain’s .achievements show that 
it is the application of common sense 
rather than political razzle-dazzle at 
must save the world. Forgetting that he 
was a statesman, and booting the code of 
Prime Ministers out of the window in 
order to follow the dictates of his con- 
science, he accomplished more for civili- 
zation in two weeks than the world’s 
statesmen combined had accomplished 
in a generation. Once more the still 
voice reminds us: “Blessed is the peace- 


maker.” He saved millions of gallant 


young men from being murdered.

THE FIRST AUTOMOBILE. ~ 

On the second floor of a machine shop at 47 Tay- 
lér street, in Springfield, Mass., the first gasoline- 
propelled automobile was built. The year was 1891. 
The “horseless buggy” was put to the test the next 
year. Itvan. And fn 19387, the forty-fifth anniversary 
(of the mechanical triumph was observed with ap- 
‘propriate ceremonies, at which the inventor and 
builder, Charles E. Duryea, who died the past week, 
was the guest of honor, 3 

A crude vehicle, that first one. An improved suc- 
cessor quickly followed, and is now in the National 
Museum at Washington “as the first automobile 
ever operated under its own power in America.” 
The infant enterprise “got into production” in 1895 
when 12 cars were turned out, and the first sale was 
registered. That same year a Duryea automobile 
won the Thanksgiving day race sponsored by the 
Chicago Times-Herald. The distance of 55 miles was 
done in seven and one-half hours. The prize was 
$2000—and the headlines of the front page. 

It was nine years later, in 1904, when Henry Ford | 
startied the world by. tearing off a mile at the 
blinding speed of 40 seconds on the sawdust-sprin- 
kled ice at New Baltimore, Mich., and enjoyed the 
sobriquet of “Daredevil Harry”. for a brief fortnight. 
In the tradition of the inventor, Duryea lacked the 
manufacturing and merchandising genius which Ford 
possessed in an amazing degree.

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+ Revolution in Court Procedure 


Judicial reform takes important step forward as simplified rules are adopted for civil 
cases in Federal courts; henceforth non-essential issues will be weeded out in pre- 
trial conferences; dilatory pleas are abolished and appeals on technicalities limited; 
example is set by new law for similar needed improvements in state trial procedure.

OT in 50 years has a more striking 
change in the operation of our courts 
been proposed than the new “stream- 


lined” rules of civil procedure which have 


just become effective in the United States 
District Courts. : 3 
For years on end, leading lawyers of the 


_ country have been struggling for the re- 
form, but because of doubts about the limits 


to which judicial rule-making may go or 
the indifference. of the public .to change, 
teal progress has been slow. 

Now, acting uhder authority of an act 
of , the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States has drawn and approved the rules, 
and testing time is at hand, That the test 
will prove efficient in speeding up the ad- 
ministration of justice goes without saying. 
Any simplification of ottworn rules and 
practices must prove beneficial and simpli- 
fication is the essence of the new rules. 

Of the 86 rules, probably the most impor- 
tant is that which does away with dilatory 
pleas, The d "defines “dilatory” as 
tending to delay or to obstruct, and the lay- 
man identifies the word with a waste of 
time, It means just that in court procedure, 
though it has taken on some dignity in 
court that is not deserved. It is applied 
to demurrers, pleas, pleas in abatement, mo- 


tions to quash, none of which have. any real 


bearing on the merits of the case. 

‘It is not to be presumed that the elim- 
ination of these pleas will suit all lawyers. 
The early teachers used to drum it into law 
students that good pleading was one of the 
surest weapons of the good lawyer. <A 
pleader, even in this day, is generally a good 
lawyer. Books have been written on pleading. 


The new rules require that all cases be 


tried on bill and answer; that is to say, th® 
plaintiff must lay all of his cards on the 
tabje in his original bill, and the defendant 
must do likewise in his answer. This does 
not necessarily mean that a good pleader 
loses any of his advantage, because he has 
a chance to do his pleading all at once. 


Nor‘is this all. The Judge may call the . 


lawyers into os erence, and in a sort of 


Important also are rules which permit 
juries of less ‘than 12 when the parties to 
the lawsuit agree; the elimination of ap- 
peals on grounds of technical error when 
the error does not actually influence the out- 
come of the case, and the elimination of ob- 
jections by lawyers during the course of the 
trial. The objections may be filed in a 
general statement of errors at ‘the conclu- 
sion of the trial. 

The reform is particularly desirable in 
Federal practice, because the Federal courts 
have operated under a conglomeration of 
rules that have’ been most confusing. With 
the exception of admiralty, bankrupt and 
copyright matters, they have tried to con- 
form to the practice in the state courts. 

In fact, under the Conformity Act of 1872, 
Federal courts were required to follow state 
practice in actions at law. This requirement 
was sharply emphasized by the Supreme 
Court of the United States as late as last 
summer, when it reversed a Pennsylvania 
personal injury case because the Pennsyl- 
vania theory of contributory negligence was 
departed from. « 

An interesting development of the .new 
rules is that legislative authorization was 
required, or at least it was sought. This 
is all the more interesting because students 
of our constitutional history agree that 
under our balanced set-up, the courts have 
an inherent right to make their own rules. 

In England, where Parliament is supreme, 
and the courts are mere parliamentary crea- 
tures, such a right is accorded the courts 
and it is not qugstioned. But with all of the 
so-called independence of the American ju- 
diciary from legislative control, the courts 
have hesitated to step out and do much 
rule-making. 

Of immediate bearing is the effect the 
new rules will have on state procedure. 
The next step in Federal reform will un- 


* @oubtedly be a change in criminal proced- 


ure. Meanwhile, the speed-up and simpli- 
fication is sure to bring to the attention of 
the bar and to the public the necessity for 
a bit of streamlining in the state courts. We 
are about a century ‘behind already. It may 
take a long time to catch up, but the re- 
form in Federal procedure points the way.

This explains 
that on May 22, 1918, Lord Robert 
Cecil, on behalf of the British 
Government, recognized the right of 
the Czechoslovak nation to com- 
plete independence, and that on 
June 3, the British Government de- 


clared its readiness to recognize the™ 


National Council as the supreme 
authority of the Czechoslovak 
movement, and the Czechoslovak 
legions as a belligerent Allied army. 
On June 29, the day after Lansing 
had announced the American posi- 
tion, France recognized the Czecho- 
slovak right to independence and 
the National Council as the first 
basis for the future Czechoslovak- 
ian Government. On the following 
day,athe President of France pre- 
gentéd the colors to the French 
Czechoslovakian Legion. 


Masaryk made it clear that he 
placed the greatest faith in British 
Foreign Secretary Balfour's de- 
claration in August, 1918, recogniz- 
ing the Czechoslovaks as an Allied 
nation. This was followed by 
formal recognition of the National 
Council. Before the Declaration of 
Independénce in Washington on 
Oct. 18, France, on Oct. 15, recog- 
nized the National Council as the 
provisional government. On the 
day Masaryk read the declaration, 
President Wilson informed Austria- 
Hungary that the United States 
had recognized the provisional gov- 
ernment, but by this time the old 
Hapsburg empire was slipping 
fast, and 10 days later, a bloodless 
revolution was carried out in 
Prague, and the National Council 
took over the civil administration 
of Bohemia and the military garri- 
sons. A national assembly convened 
at Prague Nov, 14, and elected 
Masaryk president of the republic. 
He left the United States a week 
later and was received triumphant- 
ly in his native country on Dec, 14.

Shift of Base. 


Later, in the same day that this 
megsage was delivered by a person- 
al representative of Chamberlain, 
Hitler made his revealing speech to 
the Gernian nation, and incidental- 
ly to the ~world, bristling ‘with 
threats and bodsts of Germany’s 


strength. : 

The following day, last Tuesday, 
came Chamberlain’s calm_ radio 
message to the world, in effect a 
dramatic warning to Hitler that 
his course, if persisted in, .- would 
lead to a great war. That same 
night President Roosevelt dis- 
patched his special plea to Hitler, 
and a personal message to Musso- 
lini, as well as pleas to other na- 
tions to help avert war. On 
Wednesday the British Parliament 
met, with mobilization of European 
armies under way, and Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain was reporting in 
detail what seemed to have been 
futile efforts for peace when Hit" 
ler, undoubtedly moved by outside 
pressure, again opened the way for 
negotiations. 

In utterances and acts, in tone, 
manner and circumstances, are to 
be found significant influences 
bearing, in degrees which cannot 
yet be accurately measured, on the 
present outlook for European ap- 
peasement. 

Precedent Ignored. 

How near Europe was to another 
general devastating war which 
might have drawn in all the world 
ig a matter of opinion. The unpre- 
cedented actions of Prime Minister 
disclose that he 
thought it was very near. He him- 
self did not recognize the full grav- 
ity of the situation when he first 
flew to Germany (Sept. 15) to talk 
to Hitler. In the stufféd-shirt di- 
plomacy of an earlier period tt 
probably would have been beneath 
the dignity of a British Prime Min- 
ister to seek an audience with the 
head of another nation and make a 
spectacular dash as the 69-year-old 
Chamberlain did by airplane to 
keep the appointment. 

Chamberlain himself told the 
House of Commons how fortunate 
it was that he threw dignity to the. 
winds and went on this mission. 

“At this first conversation,” (with 
Hitler) he said, “I very soon be- 
came aware the situation was 
much more acute and much more 
urgent than I had realized.” 

He had considered the dignity 
of his high office. 

“I knew very well,” he said, “that 
in taking such an unprecedented 
course I was laying myself open to 
criticism on the ground that I was 
detracting from the dignity of the 
British Prime Minister.” 

But against that he weighed “a 


mans in Czechoslovakia, that is, 

that they should be permitted to 

decide for themselves what nation 
would live under.. 

A possible insight into Hitler’s 
reasons for subsequently enlarging 
his demands after England and 
France had agreed to the principle 
of self-determination and had 
brought Czechoslovakia to accept 
it, is seen in this statement of 
Chamberlain: 

“He (Hitler) told me afterward 
he never for one moment supposed 
I should be able to come back and 
say that the age ea was accept- 
ed.” , 

Hitler’s Berlin Speech. 

Hitler took his case to his people 
and the world in his extraordinary 
speech broadcast last Monday, after 
England, France and Russia had 
made it-plain they would fight 
rather than yield to his new de- 
mands, 


Screaming hate, anger and de- 
fiance he seemed to violate all the 
principles of respect, courtesy and 
consideration that heads of respon- 
sible governments have been ac- 
customed to show in dealing with 
other governments. . It is true he 
was not then addressing these other 
governments directly, but they 
heard, and the people of the world 
heard and read his words and un- 
derstood the nature of the man. 

Intemperance,. violence, epithets 
marked his speech. “Some foolish 
or crazy so-called statesmen” was 
the term he used in referring to 
those who wrote the principle of 
self-determination into the Ver- 
sailes Treaty. 

“This Czech state began with one 
big lie,” he said, “and its father’s 
name was Benes.” (President of 
Czechoslovakia.) And then, “It 
was an impudent lie that Germany 
had mobilized,” referring to Czecho- 
slovakia’s excuse for concentrating 
soldiers on her borders. 

Scornfully speaking of “these 
fine democracies,” haying \men- 
itioned beth England and America, 

said, “We have learned in these 

Sire thoroughly to despise them.” 

And further: “The infamous inter- 

national world set at Gérmany.” . 
‘Lanatic Benes.’ 

Speaking again of President 
Benes he said, “I am no longer 
willing to look on quietly and pas- 
sively as this lunatic believes he 
can simply mishandle three and a 
half million human. beings.” 

There were boasting statements 
of the power and invincibility of 
Germany. “We have now ... com- 
pleted a rearmament the like of 
which the world has not seen.” 

This address was strikingly in 
contrast to the calm, respectful but 
firm speech that Chamberlain ad- 
dressed to the world the next day 
over the radio and through the 
press. 

As “a man .of peace to the very 
depth of my soul,” he told the 
world “If I were convinced that 
any nation had made-up its mind 
to dominate the world by fears of 
force, I should feel that it must be 
resisted.” The world understood. 

The situation at the time was 
criti and hopes for peace were 
growing fainter. German troops 
were moving to the Czech border 
and Hitler was reported to have 
set general German mobilization 
for 2 p. m. Wednesday. France 
and England were tense with fev- 
erish preparations for war. - Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had sent Monday 
earnest pleas to the heads of the 
nations concerned not to break off 
negotiations as long as there was 
hope of peace, but replies Tuesday 
were not optimistic. 

Hitler, in his reply, restated his 
case for Germany, and said: “It is 
now solely in the hands of the 
Czechoslovak Government and not 
in the hands of the German

Well, we think it would 
be a just peachy idea’ to have 
woman rule for a period of—say 50 
years. Then both sexes would still 
remember the contrasting regimes 
and a new free equality would be 
appreciated by both.

- Régulations—Olney Already 
| Has Adopted Rules. -

CENTRALIA, Iil., 
Southern Illinois towns, Olney and 
Fairfield, prepared today for town- 
lot drilling campaigns similar to 
those which gave oil wells to the 
yards and gardens in Centralia and 
Patoka. 

Whether Fairfield is to have a 
townlot campaign depended on the 
success of the Weinert Company 
test under way three miles west of 
town, four miles from proven ter- 
ritory. The city council already 
was discussing drilling regulations, 
v7ith the usual recommendations 
and protests fr moland owners. 

Some citizens sought a law limit- 
ing drilling to two wells to each 
block, while others said one would 
be too many. The city attorney 
was instructed to draft an ordi- 

mance providing one- well to about 
pon five blocks, for presentation 
at next week's meeting. 

The North Olney field was ad- 
vanced to within 20 0 feet of the 
city limits when the Texas Com- 
pany'’s Dr. C. E. Harrolle No. 1 
cored five feet of McClosky satura- 
ton. Three townlot locations were 
announced by the -Wicklund De- 
velopment Company and Arthur 
Muhlbach, an independent. 

One to a Block in Olney. 

Olney already has regulations 
limiting drilling to one well to 
each block, adopted several months 
ago. At that time, a city drilling 
campaign appeared likely but ac- 
tivity. faded when a test revealed 
little oil. 

Centralia regulations limit drill-

glimpse of her crown, 
The crown of the Veiled Prophet 
n has come a long way since 
the old monarch decided to crown 
his queen in 1894. It has evolyed 
from a cumbersome imitation 
crown, copied from that-worn by 
the ruling sovereign of Great Brit- 
ain, to a jewel and platinum orna- 
ment, the last word in design and 
requiring skilled craftsmanship in 
its execution. The crown, a_ gift 
from the Veiled Prophet to the 
Queen, is later detached from the 


platinum headpiece and worn as @ 


pin or pendant. 

From 1884 to 1894 the favored 
ones were uncrowned. The prophet 
chose a young woman as his 
partner for the first quadrille and 
because of this honor she was 
known as “the belle of the ball.” 
There is no record of the confer- 
ring of this distinction prior to 
1884, nor was there a belle of the 
ball in 1887, because that year Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Grover Cleveland 
were here for the Veiled Prophet 
festivities, and no woman was al- 
lowed to take precedence over Mrs. 
Cleveland. From the simple proced- 
ure of the Veiled Prophet dancing 
with the belle of the:ball in the 
presence of several hundred guests, 
has emerged a\ ceremony of pomp 
and splendor. . 

Miss Hester Bates Laughlin, let- 
er Mrs. Carlo Pfister, now deceased, 
wore the first Veiled Prophet 
Queen’s crown in 1894. It was @ 
copy of Queen Victoria's crown and 
was the gift of Miss Laughlin's 
brother, Elmyr Laughlin. This 
crown is a prized possession of the 
Missouri Historical Society. It is 
of gold and rests on a band of er- 
mine. The crown is encrusted with 
brilliants and imitation rubies, em- 
eralds, sapphires and pearls. 

The following year the Veiled 
Prophet presented his queen, Miss 
Bessie Kingsland, now Mrs. Her- 
brand Harvey, a gold crown set 
with real jewels. According to 
the Post-Dispatch files of that date 
“the prophet greeted and blessed 
her and then calling his jeweler 
took from the cushions a gold favor 
of unique design and pinned it in 
her hair. - 


“The favor consists of a cameo 
head of the Prophet in high relief, 
set in a dainty frame, both frame 
and head being of massive gold. 
Resting on the frame above the 
head is a crescent frame of genuine 
rubies and bearing a star in the 
center of which is a beautiful dia-~ 
mond. On either side of the Veiled 
Prophet head are two antique grif- 
fins and across the center of each 
rests a bar composed of five gen- 
uine rubies, the extreme end being 
finished. with two full pearls. At 
the base of the Veiled Prophet's 
cameo head is placed an hour 
glass being represented by two bril- 
liant diamonds. The jewel is so 
constructed that it can be used ag” 
& pin, a brooch or a pendant.” 

Since then, each queen has re- 
ceived a crown. For many years 
the crowns were gold, always orig- 
inal in design and set with 
finest stones. During the first few

These jeweled pieces are treas- 
ured by former Veiled ‘Prophet 
queens and every year many of 
them are seen at the ball. Some 
are still worn as crowns, others as 
pins. ._Mrs. O. P. J. Falk, who, as 
Miss Marian Franciscus, was queen 
in 1919, lost her crown at a large 
social affair several years ago. It 
was never recovered but because 
the original designs are carefully 
preserved its owner was able to 
have it reproduced. In the family 
of Mrs. J. Clark Streett are 
two Veiled Prophet Queens’ crowns. 
As Miss Maude Wells, she was 
chosen queen in 1902 and her 
datghter, Mrs. Lindell Gorden Jr., 
who was Miss Maude Miller Streett, 
received the same honor in 1925. 
From the secret vault of the 
Veiled Prophet's Keeper of the 
Jewels has come word that the 
royal headdress for this year’s un-

known queen is now in readiness.’ 


Of hand-wrought platinum this 
crown is set with 47 diamonds, five 
pearls, four square-cut sapphires 
and 13 round. blue sapphires. Hach 
year, the design differs somewhat 
from the-crown of the previous 
queen, and the- arrangements of 
jewels varies. This season, the 
head-band is a row of diamonds 
and a second row of round sap- 
phires.
